Extremely cold tempera¬ 
tures and frost has left 
Town of Fort Erie staff 
scrambling to repair doz¬ 
ens of watermain breaks. 

“On average, we would 
have about 46 watermain 
breaks in a calendar year 
and we’ve almost reached 
that average and it’s only 
March," said Grant Boutin, 
manager of water and 
wastewater services. 

“We’re at 41 watermain 
breaks. Historically, for the 
last five years, it’s been 46 
for an entire year.” 

Boutin said town staff 
will likely surpass the aver¬ 
age amount of watermain 
breaks in a year but he 
doesn’t know how it will 
impact the town’s 2014 
budget. He said a report 
will be presented to coun¬ 
cil once there is a “lull” in 
breaks and staff are able to 
make an estimate.

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Cool temps acts as power pesticide for invasive bugs 


> Rough winter 
could impact 
number of 
mosquitoes in

Most people are ticked off 
at this extreme cold and 
snow-laden winter. 

But there's one positive 
thing they might be able to 
take from this weather—it 
may be killing off a large 
number of invasive insects 


that come out to bite us and 
cause trouble for our natural 
surroundings in the coming 
months. 

Mosquitoes have thrived 
during our recent mild win¬ 
ters. They have survived to 
continue spreading West 
Nile Virus from one genera¬ 
tion to the next when it gets 
warmer out, said Peter Jekel, 
of Niagara Region Public 
Health. 

This rough winter should 
have an impact on the num¬ 
ber of mosquitoes. As the 
temperatures warm up, it 
shouldn't lull people into a 
sense of complacency, he 
said. People should still take 
personal precautions when 
outside near mosquitoes. 

This harsh winter might 


things to the ecosystems it 
has invaded since arriving in 
Canada from Asia in 2002, 
start to die when tempera¬ 
tures become unbearable. 

A large number of ash bor¬ 
ers have died in several U.S. 
states this winter, according 
to some American media 

The bug, which burrows 
under the bark of ash trees, 
has few natural enemies. 
That has allowed it to thrive. 
Within six years of arriving 
in a woodlot, nearly all the 
trees in that area will be 
destroyed. 

Niagara Falls, for example, 
has numerous ash trees in 
both its urban forest and 
wood lots. 

"We're really hoping that 
the cold has penetrated deep 
enough to actually kill them, 
but we won't know until the

"If there's one saving grace 
from this winter, hopefully 
this is it." 

Since Its confirmed dis¬ 
covery in the Canadian for¬ 
est 12 years ago, there have 
been few strategies devel¬ 
oped to stop the bug, or, at 
least, limit the effect of the 

City officials continue to 
monitor the spread of the 


bug and its impact on the 
ash tree population with 
help from other levels of 
government and agencies. 

"There is no known preda¬ 
tor to these things. They 
were pretty much intro¬ 
duced with no ecosystem 
balance," said Morocco. "We 
stand to lose over a few 
thousand (ash trees)." 

In 2002, staff started to 
take some preventative mea¬ 
sures and in 2003 the city 
discontinued the planting of 
ash trees. 

Last year, staff began using 
an approved systemic pesti¬ 
cide known as Tree Azin. 
The pesticide is injected into 
the trees' vascular system. 
There is no public exposure. 

Staff used the product on 
a rare species of eight blue 
ash trees in excellent condi¬ 
tion at Cummington Square 
in Chippawa. 

"We are down to one type 
of system that we can inject 
into an ash tree to kill the 
creatures, but it has a very 
limited success rate," said 
Morocco. 

The prohibitive cost and 
little knowledge of the pesti¬ 
cide's success have caused 
municipalities to limit its 


recently said there's only a 
50% die-off of the bug when 
temperatures reach -30C. 

Southern Ontario temper¬ 
atures have hovered around- 
20C, said Barry Lyons, 
research scientist with the 
Canadian Forest Services, 
adding there will be some 
impact on the bug, but not 

Temperatures have been 
below-30C with the wind 
chill, which he said only 
affects humans. 

As for ticks that often carry 
Lyme disease, well, unfortu¬ 
nately, they're resilient little 
creatures. 


of this harsh winter, but it 
won't be massive. 

He said when it reaches a 
certain temperature, ticks 
will bury themselves under 
the snow and leaf litter and 
wait out the cold. 

"At the base of the snow 
there is vegetative die-off. 
They bury themselves under 
there and stay hydrated. 
They're not impacted as 
much by the cold."

Chief administrative 
officer Tom Kuchyt said 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway project is 
moving along. 

Ward 2 Coun. John 
Hill asked town staff to 
provide council with an 
update about the proj¬ 
ect during Monday 
night's council meeting.

Motorists who take the risk and use 
their handheld devices while driving 
could face bigger fines. 

Under new legislation introduced 
this week, drivers who are caught 
chatting on their cell phones while 
driving could face up to $1,000 in 
fines and the loss of three demerit 
points if a new act is passed. 

The current fine for distracted driv¬ 
ing is $155. 

The Keeping Ontario's Roads Safe 
Act would also require drivers pass¬ 
ing cyclists to keep a distance of at 
least one metre. Failing to follow this 
rule could mean a $1,000 fine. 

Repeat drunk-driving offenders 
would need to complete alcohol edu¬ 
cation, and treatment. 

It's unfortunate that we live in an 
era where stricter fines need to be 
implemented to discourage people 


from driving distracted. 

It's a reality that everyone knows 
someone who picks up his or her cell 
phone, plays with the radio station or 
eats when driving. 

Although it may seem like you're in 
control behind the wheel while you 
perform other tasks, you are not in 
control. 

If a driver takes his or her eyes off 
the road for even a second, the result 
could be disastrous. 

It takes only a second to lose con¬ 
trol, veer off die road, or collide with 
another car. 

Sending that last text, changing the 
radio station or drinking that sip of 
coffee isn't worth your life. 

We shouldn't need politicians to 
lobby for these kinds of laws, but 
hopefully, it will encourage people to 
stay safe.

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Volunteer finds a 
rewarding experience

Kerry Passero knows first 
hand how the Adult Literacy 
Council of Greater Fort Erie 
has helped many people. 

As a volunteer for the ALC, 
Passero gives about an hour 
of her time once a week to 
help a client learn to read, 
write, and at times perform 
tasks like writing cheques or 
filling out job applications— 
tasks that many people take 
for granted. 

When she volunteers her 
time, Passero said she works 
with the client based on his 
or her individual needs. 

The ALC is a non-profit 
organization which was 
founded in 1978 to provide 
help in basic reading, writ¬ 
ing and math for adults. 
Since the organization 
opened, volunteers have 
been matched with leam- 

The Times sat down with 
Passero to talk about her 
volunteer experiences with 
the ALC. 

Question: How long have 
you been involved with the 
ALC and why? 

Answer: I’ve been with the 
ALC for two years. I had a 
friend who volunteered for 
the ALC and I thought it 
sounded like a good cause. 

Q: What was the criteria for 


becoming a volunteer? 

A: I took a tutor training pro¬ 
gram. I can’t remember how 
long it was exactly but aft- 
wards, they paired me up 
with a person and I began 
tutoring. 

Q: How do they match learn¬ 
ers with volunteers? 

A: They give a generic profile 
of a person to see if he or she 
would be someone you're 
interested in working with. 
Every person has different 
needs, and sometimes those 
include people with English 
as a second language or 
adults with special needs. 
Choosing a person also 
depends on when you’re 
available and when they are 
available. 

Q: What do you enjoy about 
volunteering? 

A: I find it very rewarding. I 
do it once a week for an hour. 
I usually find the person that 
I am helping gets excited 
because of the progress they 
made and they’re learning. 
In time, you become in tune 
with their needs and you 
work on different lessons 
that are geared toward 

Q: Why is it rewarding to be 
a volunteer? 

A: I think it's so rewarding 
because of how excited 
when the learner gets when 
he or she makes progress 


from book to book. It’s some¬ 
thing that kids don’t really 
realize what they’ve accom¬ 
plished when they are learn¬ 
ing to read. 

Q: How did you feel when 
you volunteered for the ALC 
for the first time? 

A: I was nervous at first 
because I’m familiar with 
kids and teenagers. At the 
time, working with adults 
was scary for me. 

Q: What do you teach during 
a typical volunteer session? 
A: It depends on what the 
goals are for a learner. 
Sessions could focus on the 
basics of reading or to help 
some fill out applications for 
schools. Depending on their 
needs, you could be with a 
client for a shorter, or a lon¬ 
ger period of time. 

Q: What have you learned 
working as a volunteer for 
the ALC? 

A: I think sometimes we take 
for granted the language that 
we speak on a daily basis. 
Learning a new language is 
difficult for newcomers and 
for them to come forward 
(to the ALC) is very brave. 

Q: What is the most frustrat¬ 
ing part of being a volunteer 
for the ALC? 

A: Sometimes you want to 
spend more time with some¬ 
one but it does get tiring for 


the learner. Sometimes you 
feel like you’re on a roll and 
you can go forever but it 
does get tiring for the learn- 


Q; Do you have advice for 
anyone who is considering 
volunteering his or her time 


with the ALC? 

A: Make sure you open your¬ 
self up and have great com¬ 
munication with a learner so 
they can have more input 
and tell you with what they 
are struggling with. Find 
some real life things to help 
them with to help them 


relate to. In some cases, it 
can be something as simple 
as writing their address, 
writing a letter, or filling out 
a job application.

LAXATIVES AND CONSTIPATION 

Very rarely does a day go by where there isn’t a question about constipation from a patient stopping 
by the pharmacy. Most patients want to know what they should take that is available without a prescription. 

Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through the body, resulting 
in stool that is dry and hard, This often makes it difficult and painful to pass, 

Some medications such as antidepressants, water pills, and certain pain killers (such as 
Oxycontin and Codeine) may cause constipation. 

The frequency of bowel movements varies from person to person, from as little as twice a week 
to a couple of times a day, and is affected by diet, medications, and exercise. 

If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist will usually 
recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating whole grains, fruits and vegetables. 
In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of water will minimize constipation. 

If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 

For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven't been to the washroom in several days), 
a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried, Alternatively glycerin suppositories work quite 
well. If symptoms still do not resolve you could consider an enema with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain regularity. If you 
are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these types of medications as long as you are 
taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as Metamucil or Prodiem Plain 
can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase the stool weight, allowing the stool to pass through the 
body faster and cause more frequent bowel movements. These agents typically take about 12-72 hours 
to take effect and are usually safe to use for long periods of time. When taking bulk-forming agents, it 
is recommended to drink lots of fluid, 

For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric glycerin suppository 
can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 is often prescribed, or is available over- 
the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should consult your family doctor however if you want to try an oral 
medication for a child suffering from chronic constipation. 

If you are not having trouble going to the washroom, but you find the stool to be too hard and 
painful to pass, the pharmacist may recommend a stool softener such as Colace (docusate sodium) that 
will soften the stool for increased comfort. 

Before deciding on a therapy, talk to a pharmacist and they can help you decide on a treatment 
that is right for you.

Picard. 

While the U.S. Border 
Patrol usually deals with 
local removal of individu¬ 
als along the Canadian or 
Mexican border, ICE deals 
with cases where someone 
might need to be put on a 
plane or someone who is 
coming out of a prison. 

"ICE takes custody to 
effect that removal," said 
Picard, adding each case is 
different and immigration 
law can be extremely com¬ 
plicated depending on the 
circumstances. 

"In general, if someone 
who has never been 
encountered by immigra¬ 
tion before and is coming 
to us out of a jail, we would 
seek to have them 
removed," he said. If some¬ 
one refused to leave the 
country, it’s a slightly dif¬ 
ferent process and could 
take a bit longer because 
the person would be taken 
to see an immigration 
judge, the case would be 
heard, and if there’s a court 
order to have the person 


removed, ICE would carry 
out that order. 

"Our average length of 
stay in a detention facility 
is about 30 days," said 

Some countries such as 
Cuba or Vietnam, he said, 
don't take their people back 
easily so those types of 
cases are more complicat¬ 
ed and take more time. 

According to court 
documents, once Purdie is 
deported back to Canada 
he is not allowed to re-en¬ 
ter the United States with¬ 
out approval from 
Homeland Security. 

In addition, Purdie 
could find himself back in a 
Canadian courtroom to 
give evidence against one 
or more individuals whose 
cases are still before the 

In his plea agreement, 
which he signed Oct. 31, 
2012 there is a "co-opera¬ 
tion" section that states he 
will not be prosecuted for 
certain other offences, but 
that he "will co-operate 
with the government by 
providing complete and 
truthful information 
regarding the defendant's 
knowledge of any and all 
criminal activity, whether 
undertaken by the defen¬ 
dant or others." 

And it adds, he has an 
"obligation to testify truth¬ 
fully and completely shall 
extend to proceedings in 
local, state, federal, and 
Canadian courts in juris¬ 
dictions which have agreed 
to abide by this agree-
